Selectman's Report 


It has been a very busy and exciting year in Dummer. With the tireless help 
of Ed Solar, who helped us negotiate the procuring of grants for our pellet boiler, 
we were able to purchase a new heating system for the town building, a $33,000 
system, for the price to the town of $1200.00. It took a little longer than was 
planned to install it, but the results are fantastic. We look forward to seeing how 
much we save with pellets over heating oil. Our new system can be seen anytime 
during town office business hours. 


We had a very successful timber harvest on the town- owned land off of 
Ferry Road. Our net income for the 40+ acres was over $83,000, which went into 
our general fund. Wagner Land Management was hired to harvest the acreage, 
with Rick Gagne and Sons (also of Ferry Road) to do the actual cutting and 
chipping. It was great to be able to have a Dummer resident's company do the 
work. 


2014 also saw the purchase of a new plow truck to replace the ageing 1995 
Plow truck. Road Agent Donald Bacon now has a beautiful, dependable vehicle to 
help maintain our roads year round. We kept the old sander, as it was in fine 
shape. 


Our town building was found not to be in compliance with the current fire 
codes, so we had to make some repairs to bring it up to code. We replaced the 
handicapped entrance door with one that now open the right way, had a door 
installed at the top of the hall stairs, got our fire alarm system working, which 
took a lot of work, replaced some of the emergency lights, and had audio/visual 
alarms installed both upstairs and downstairs. Being such an old building, it can 
be a hard job to keep in compliance, but the Fire Chief said we should be all set 
for a long while. 


Our playground swing-set received some new seats, made possible by the 
Library Trustees, to replace the old unsafe ones. An infant swing seat was also 
installed. They also donated a brand new Teeter-Totter that will be installed this 
spring/summer. The youngsters of Dummer will now be able to play safely on our 


playground equipment. 


We recognized one of our own youngsters, Harrison Holt of Hill Road as a 
“Good Citizen"! Harry picked up over 112 pounds of trash/litter from our 
roadsides. Quite a feat for a 5 year-old. He received a certificate and had his 
picture in the Berlin Daily Sun! Way to go, Harry!! Harry is the son of Heather and 
John Holt . 


This year also saw a full, town wide re-evaluation of all properties. This 
happens every 5 years, with partials done the other four years. 


Every 5 years we need to update our Emergency Management Plan. This is 
the year for that to be accomplished. We have been working on putting a 
comprehensive Plan in place over the last few months, and will continue to work 
on it for a few more months. This is a Plan to learn how to deal with various 
disasters, both natural and man-made. Randy Davis is our Emergency 
Management Director. 


The Board of Selectman looks forward to addressing your questions and 
concerns in the coming year. The Board meetings are held every other Tuesday at 
6:00pm in the Town Office. Please feel free to attend and let us hear how we can 
serve you. 


There continues to be vacancies on various town boards. We encourage all 
residents to consider serving their Town By contacting Mariann at 449-2006 for all 
current vacancies. 


In closing, we, the Board of Selectmen, want to thank the residents of this 
great Town of Dummer for their encouragement and support as we look forward 
to another busy year.

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Library Report for 2014 


The Dummer Public Library is open on Mondays and Thursdays from 3:00-7:00 with Children’s Story 
Hour on the first Saturday of each month at 9:30 am. The library has over 5,000 books. We are a 
member of the NH State Library Interlibrary Loan System through which patrons can borrow books 
and other items from the huge selection of materials available throughout the state at participating 
libraries at no cost to you. Our Library has a computer with wireless internet connection and a 
printer/photocopier/fax/scanner for community use. 


We continue to make improvements to the library. We have been able to add another table and 
chairs and some book cases for the children's books. A small love seat was donated and complements 
our only comfortable chair to make for a cozy reading area. 


We have been very busy. We continue to receive donations of books which is much appreciated. We 
continue the children’s story hour, we offer the occasional basic computer and internet lessons, and 
we continue to offer the ebook program. We had a fantastic turnout for our children's summer 
program which lasted for six weeks and was done in conjunction with the Milan Library. We look 
forward to another great summer in 2015. 


The ebook program has been a hit with our technology savvy crowd. Ebooks are digital books that can 
be read on a Kindle, Ipad, Ipod, computer, smartphone, Nook, and various other electronic devices. 
Your public library is a member of a statewide consortium where you'll find thousands of audiobooks 
and eBooks to borrow. This service can be used from home or anywhere you have access to the 
Internet. There are never any late fees. There are over 6,000 books in the State ebook system to 
choose from and over 7,000 audio books, including the latest releases. If you are interested in setting 
up an account come to the library with your device and we will help get you get started. 


The Friends of Dummer Public Library continued their tradition of the annual Harvest Soup Supper 
which was again a huge success. Thank you to everyone who cooked the delicious soups, stews, chilis, 
breads, and desserts. Thank you to everyone who came for supper. And a very special thank you to 
Ed Solar who washed all those dishes.... again!! We couldn't do it without all of the support! 


In 2014 we saw a 178% rise in the number of patrons using the Dummer Library, and a 147% rise in 
the number of books checked out. We also saw 178 ebooks checked out from NH downloadable 
books in our first year with the program. We hope to see these trends continue.

2014 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


For 2014, no assessments will be made to the member municipalities for the District Budget. 
All expenses will be covered by the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility processed a total of 1,406.99 tons of recyclables, for the 
period January 1, 2014 through December 31, 2014, representing $184,179.51 of marketing income 
to the District. 


For calendar year 2014, our Transfer Station received 2,114 deliveries from District residents 
for a total of 434.04 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris. In addition, our 
346 commercial accounts delivered 283.87 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition 
debris and 210.98 tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 1,260.86 tons of 
wood that was processed through a grinder, 166.03 tons of scrap metal; 305.04 tons of leaf and yard 
waste and 178.57 tons of brush which was chipped. In addition, 290 refrigerators/air conditioners; 
56 propane tanks; 5,582 tires; 32,469 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 1,384 fluorescent U tubes and HID 
lamps; 1,260 pounds of ballasts and 66.73 tons of electronics were recycled. We also received 1,725 
gallons of waste oil from our residents which was used in our waste oil furnace to heat the recycling 
center. Transfer Station recycling income totaled $40,676.46. The District owns and operates the 
Recycling Center and Transfer Station. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2014: Linda Cushman of 
Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Ray Aube of Randolph was re-elected Vice Chairman and Michael 
Rozek of Berlin was elected Secretary-Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Raymond Holt 
of Dummer, Yves Zornio of Gorham, Clara Grover of Errol, Paul Grenier for the Coos County 
Unincorporated Places, Richard Lamontagne of Milan, Michael Phillips of Northumberland and Colin 
Wentworth of Stark. 


In June, the District conducted its twenty-third annual Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day. The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 178 households 
participating. The project was funded through the District Budget. In addition, a grant from the 
State of New Hampshire reimbursed the District at $0.177 per capita. The next Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 6, 2015 at the District Transfer Station. 


2014 was the twelfth year of operations for the AVRRDD Mt. Carberry Landfill. Since 
purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to the District 
municipalities for Mt. Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised through landfill tipping fees 
covering operating expenses. The landfill is operated, under contract with the District, by Cianbro 
Corp.

CASA of NH is the only statewide nonprofit organization that recruits, screens and trains volunteers 
to advocate for abused and neglected children in New Hampshire courts. When these children are 
thrust into the confusion of the court and foster care systems, our volunteer advocates ensure their 
best interests are always being considered. They are able to paint a clear picture of the child’s needs 
to the court so the court can make better decisions for the child's future. 


The children that CASA of NH serves come from communities across the state, including Town of 
Dummer. In Berlin Family Court, the court that serves children from the Town of Dummer, 35 
children were served by CASA volunteers last year. 16 volunteers served on those cases. In Coos 
County, CASA served 57 children during 2014. This number includes children who use Dummer 
schools and resources and live with foster parents or extended family members in your community. 


CASA of NH volunteers also come from across the state and donate many miles and hours to fulfill 
their duties. Thanks in part to financial support from New Hampshire cities and towns, CASA 
provided child advocates for 87% of the abuse and neglect cases in the state in 2014 and supervised 
479 volunteers. These volunteers traveled 449,922 miles and spent 54,950 hours speaking on 
behalf of those who cannot speak for themselves. 


CASA of NH believes it is critical that a competent and caring adult stand up for each and every 
abused child. By ensuring them a safe, permanent home we give them the chance to become healthy 
productive adults that contribute to New Hampshire communities. We respectfully request your 
consideration for funding of $500 in your 2014 budget. With Town of Dummer's support, CASA can 
continue to make a difference in the lives of abused children.

The purpose of this letter is to request your consideration of the Child Advocacy Center of Coos 
County to become a Warrant Article in your town budget for fiscal year 2014-2015 in the 
amount of $304.00. Changes in the amount requested are based on a Per Capita charge of 
$1.00 per citizen of each town to ensure the budget of the CAC is fairly divided amongst 
towns. 


National statistics report that 1 in every 4 girls and 1 in every 6 boys will be sexually abused 
before their 18" birthday; and only 1 in 10 children come forward, if ever with disclosures of 
sexual abuse. 


The Child Advocacy Center of Coos County (CAC-CC) has partnered effectively with the 
Division for Children Youth and Families and New Hampshire State Police Troop F to serve 
child victims of crime living in the Town of Dummer. During the past fiscal year, the CAC- 
CC served 1 victim living in the town of Dummer. A nationwide study entitled The Economic 
Impact of Child Maltreatment found that communities using the child advocacy center model 
results in savings of $1,500 per case for taxpayers. 


The CAC-CC is a not-for profit community partnership dedicated to the investigation, 
prosecution and treatment of child victims of crime. We believe that all children deserve a 
childhood free from sexual and/or physical violence. When this does not happen and a child 
within our county becomes a victim the CAC-CC is here, bringing together all pieces of a multi- 
disciplinary team to one child friendly neutral location so everyone is working together from day 
one of the investigation. 


The CAC-CC provides services free of charge to all children living in Coos County ages 3 to 17 
who are alleging child sexual abuse, felony level physical abuse or who are witnesses to violent 
crimes such as homicide or domestic violence. To date, more than 95% of the children 
interviewed at the CAC-CC have been victims of sexual abuse. In addition, the CAC-CC 
provides support to the non-offending caregivers and empowers them to protect and support their 
children. 
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In a traditional child abuse investigation, a child would be subject to eight or more interviews in 
a variety of locations and with a variety of professionals. This system recreated trauma for the 
child every time they told their story, increased their stress level and resulted in inconsistent 
stories over time. In addition, non-offending caregivers were forced to navigate the multiple 
systems alone, often not knowing how to support or protect their children. 


The CAC-CC facilitates a multidisciplinary approach to child abuse investigations. The 
professionals responsible for the investigation and prosecution of child abuse cases work 
together to support the victim and seek justice from the offender. When an allegation of child 
sexual abuse or felony level physical abuse is reported to the police or the Division for Children 
Youth and Families (DCYF) a referral is made to the CAC-CC. The multidisciplinary team is 
quickly activated and assembles at the CAC-CC office. The multidisciplinary team includes law 
enforcement, DCYF, Coos County Attorney’s Office and a victim advocate from RESPONSE. 


Upon entering the CAC-CC the child and their caregiver are greeted by a crisis service advocate 
and the Executive Director and welcomed into a child friendly environment. The child is 
engaged in a game or reads a book with the victim advocate while the caregiver(s) meets with 
the multidisciplinary team. The team is introduced to the caregiver and explains the process of 
the interview. The team recognizes that the caregiver is also experiencing stress as a result of 
their child’s disclosure and as much support as they need is given to them. 


The caregiver is escorted back into the waiting room and is kept company by a victim advocate. 
The child sits in our interview room with our highly trained forensic interviewer. The 
multidisciplinary team sits in an observation room where they watch the interview on a closed 
circuit television monitor. Communication between the team and the forensic interviewer takes 
place with the use of microphones and earpieces. The interview is video and audio taped for 
documentation. Every professional involved with the case has the chance to ask questions, but 
the child only has to tell their story to one interviewer. The National Children’s Alliance reports 
that in municipalities where a Child Advocacy Center is utilized there is a 40% increase in 
successful prosecution of these cases, more support for families and less trauma to child victims. 


Coos County suffers from the lowest per capita in the state of New Hampshire, as well as higher 
than average unemployment levels and welfare and housing assistance. These factors contribute 
to the fact that child abuse touches the homes of many Coos County families. With the current 
economic climate along with our increased outreach efforts and visibility in our communities, 
our case load expectations for 2015-2016 is expected to continue to show the same pattern as 
2013-2014 concluding in a growth of cases exceeding that of 2014. Because of this, our funding 
sources are stretched and limited. Community funding and support is a large portion of our 
operating budget, and without the support of our local communities we are not able to continue 
with our mission.

2014 ANNUAL REPORT 


There were many changes at North Country Council this past year. In March a new 
Executive Director was hired. Shortly thereafter an administrative assistant was 
hired in order to ensure the efficient use of public dollars by organizing the office. 
There have been numerous administrative changes to reduce costs including small 
contracts that produced an $800 per month reduction for the photocopier lease, 
new strategy for health insurance which will save almost $20,000 a year and 
investments in information technology that will enable staff to provide better service 
to the region. Four new part-time employees were hired in order to increase the 
organization’s capacity to serve member communities and new foundation and 
private funding sources were obtained to provide match for federal dollars; this 
allows more of the member dues to be used for direct services back to communities. 


Governance of North Country Council also has seen some changes. The 
Representatives, that your community appoints, met to discuss and approve the 
budget and workplan that is carried out over the year. They asked many great 
questions and appreciated the meeting separated from the traditional Annual 
Meeting. As we move forward the Representatives will play a key role in assisting 
with defining the methodology used for. 


Beginning in February/March the staff of North Country Council will be holding 
remote office hours once a month in Plymouth, Colebrook, Albany and Berlin. 
Questions about Board roles, services of the NCC, land use issues, transportation 
process and other issues will be addressed by staff in more convenient locations.

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ENERGY COMMITTEE 
Annual Report 


Formed in 2013, the Dummer Energy Committee has taken on the task of 
providing a resource for the town and it’s inhabitants to explore ways of utilizing energy 
in a safe, economical, and environmentally responsible manner. The Energy Committee 
meets on the second Thursday of every month, at 6:00 PM at the Town Hall. The 
meetings are public, and everyone is welcome to attend. 


Members of the Energy Committee researched an alternative method of heating 
the Town Hall, and proposed a changeover to a wood pellet boiler system, which was 
approved at the 2014 town meeting. Multiple grants were secured, and the new system 
was installed at minimal cost to the town. The wood pellet boiler is projected to save the 
town $1,516.00 per year in fuel costs. 


In April, the Energy Committee hosted a “Button Up” workshop, which presented 
information about how to save energy in homes and other small buildings. The workshop 
was attended by more than 50 people, many of whom went on to put this information to 
use. We are planning a followup workshop, to be presented in Spring, 2015. 


Additional plans for the coming year include further research into means of 
conserving energy in town buildings. We are also researching the feasibility of utilizing 
town property to host a community solar project. The Energy Committee will continue to 
follow developments in the field of alternative energy, and will serve as a resource for 
anyone interested in learning more about this exciting opportunity.

On behalf of North Country Elder Programs, | would like to respectfully request funding in the 
amount of $300.00 for the Senior Meals Program to be included in the upcoming Town of Dummer 
budget process. 


During the time period of July 1, 2013 to June 30, 2014 (Fiscal Year 2014) we served 
Dummer residents 449 congregate meals and 725 home delivered meals an increase of 421 meals 
over last year’s figure or 56%. The Senior Meals Program in Fiscal Year 2014 prepared and served 
127,066 meals county-wide to senior citizens in need of nutritional assistance. 


The current need in Dummer for senior meals services is evident and is likely to continue on 
the same trend as the population continues to age and require nutritional assistance. The many 
benefits received by the residents of Dummer is one of socialization and personal growth as 
participants at the congregate site receive not only a hot, nutritious meal, but opportunities to interact 
with their peers through volunteering, social activities and one on one contact. On the flip-side, 
home-bound individuals receive nutritious meats delivered directly to their home by the Meals on 
Wheels delivery team, and oftentimes, it is the participants only contact with the community. It is, 
therefore, vital that the needs of this frail population be met with support from their local friends and 
neighbors. 


Each year towns throughout Coos County contribute financial support to help defray costs 
that directly impact the preparation and delivery of senior meals to local residents. However, the 
rising costs of food and fuel has made this commitment especially challenging. The Town of 
Dummers past support for this community-based program has been greatly appreciated and | 
welcome your questions and comments pertaining to this request for funding.

Northern Human Services' The Mental Health Center in Berlin respectfully requests that the 
Town of Dummer continue its support of this agency through an appropriation in the amount 
of $309.00 at the 2015 Town Meeting. This amount represents a $1.00 per capita 
contribution based on figures from the most recent census. These funds will be used 
exclusively for the support of outpatient services provided through The Mental Health 


Center. 


Over the past 48 years this agency has provided mental health services to hundreds of people 
living, working, raising families and going to school in the Androscoggin Valley area. 
Outpatient mental health services are not funded by state or federal dollars. They are 
expected to support themselves through client fees, third-party insurance payments, and 
through local support such as contributions from towns, cities and United Way. In order to 
make these services affordable to all persons in need of them, fees are adjusted according to 
the recipient’s ability to pay. Your present and past appropriations have enabled us to follow 
this practice and your support this year will assure its continuance. We see these services as 
the backbone of our community’s mental health efforts and as essential in the prevention of 
more serious emotional, social and community problems. 


We fully appreciate the pressures, financial, social and emotional, that all sectors of our local 
communities are experiencing at this time. These pressures are resulting in a significant 
increase in persons seeking our services at a time in which there has been severe erosion of 
the local resources that are available to support providers such as us. More than ever we 
need your ongoing assistance to continue to provide your citizens with the care they are 


seeking. 


Please advise me as to what, if any, additional steps I need to take to insure that this item 
appears in the warrant.

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MILAN & DUMMER AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Milan & Dummer Ambulance Service has started to become more active responding to calls. 
There are 3 first responders (two that are testing to become EMTS), 6 EMTS, 3 Advanced EMTS, and 1 
EMT Intermediate. A total of 17 calls were received since August. Berlin EMS took 8 and Gorham EMS 
took 1. Milan took 8 calls of which only 3 were paying calls that can be billed to Medicare. The other 5 
calls were no transport calls and cannot be billed. On the 9 calls taken by other services , 7 of the calls 
had at least one M&D Member on scene. Some of these calls were also no transport or needed higher 
level of care by the other services. Many of the calls not taken were also when our members were at 
their primary work. Law requires that two EMTS are needed to transport a patient for higher care. This 
is an area where we need help that could come from our community of retired people or other 
dedicated people who could become EMTS and be able to respond to calls. 


Progress has been slow due to red tape reapplying for payments from Medicare and other insurance 
companies. Our new billing company is a big help with this problem and will only charge us on an 
amount of the received payments. Hopefully it will take a few more months to solve this problem and 
not the 18 months that it took the last time the application was sent to Medicare. 


We reported to the Police that there were radios and pagers stolen from our service and with that 
report our Insurance company gave us a partial payment and will pay the rest when we purchase the 
new radios and pagers. At this time all members do not have a radio or pager and are unable to 
respond to calls. We also have applied for a grant to help get new radio and pagers but that also has 
slow progress. 


It appears that this year 2015 we will be able to operate our service without any appropriations from 
either town. However next year depending on the revenues collected from calls will determine the 
amount needed for 2016. We hope it will be smaller as in the earlier years before 2014. 


| was asked by the M&D Ambulance Board if | could help try to get it started again. On August 20, 
2014 | accepted and was appointed director. One month later an injury prevented me from going on 
calls but | was able to start the recovery process for the M& D Ambulance. Thanks to our Fire 
Department Members they have helped with the calls with lifting and other needed services 


Progress is slow but we are starting in the right direction. With time and with our dedicated 
members, help from our community, and other Ambulance services we should become a more reliable 
service. Other EMS are a big help but may not be always be available to help on calls. That is why we 
are in need to keep bettering our service that is not a full time service, even though we are unable to 
respond to all calls and need outside help.

He requested 
information as to how those costs lined up with other towns costs per student and how 
the reported costs were arrived at. Pauline Plourde stated that these costs were pretty 
much the average across the state. The State determines the criteria and the amount 
per student, not the School Board. Every school district fills out an Annual Financial 
Report (as on page 88 in the Dummer Town Report) and the State takes two (2) years 
prior and calculates what it takes to educate a student. After more explanation by 
Pauline, no more discussion ensued and the vote was taken and the motion passed.

Wayne Moynihan questioned the pros and cons of 
such a cooperative school district, the fiscal impact, and the associated costs, such as 
transportation. Jennifer Miller and Diane Holt, members of the planning committee, 
addressed these inquiries and gave a summary of the committee's position. Paul 
Bousquet and Pauline Plourde of SAU#20, gave additional information regarding to 
summarize the issue. It was mentioned there are alternatives to the forming of a 
cooperative school district and worth looking into. John Holt as the newest member of 
the Dummer School Board spoke on the subject as well. After no more discussion, the 
Moderator explained how the vote was a voice vote, for or against and, called for the 
vote. The Warrant, as stated, passed, with one abstention.

At this time, Paul Bousquet emphasized that SAU#20 really cared about the children it 
served.
